Complaints 
on the rise 
over noisy 
tatters 

COMPLAINTS about 
tatters’ bugles in Walsall has 
tripled in the past year, 
figures reveal. 

It comes as council chiefs 
announced action over the 
rising number of horses and 
carts being used on the 
streets of the borough. 

Council officers are inves¬ 
tigating whether there 
should be an age restriction. 

There were 12 complaints 
about bugles, trumpets and 
loudspeakers used by scrap 
metal dealers in Walsall in 
the last financial year. Four 
complaints the year before. 

Councillor Tom Ansell 
warned those creating nui¬ 
sance noise could face a 
hefty fine. 

The use of loudspeakers 
for the scrap trade was 
against the law, he said. 

Nuisance 

“It is a real nuisance to 
residents, and officers have 
been working to deal with 
the issue.” 

Letters have been sent to 
repeat offenders. 

Walsall Council is looking 
into introducing a licensing 
system to identify those 
scrap metal merchants who 
are operating legally. 

New gym to 
open in town 

A NEW gym creating 30 new 
jobs is set to open in Walsall 
town centre tomorrow 
(Friday). 

The final touches are 
being put in place at the £1 
million 24-hour Pure Gym, 
which has been created on 
the top floor of a building in 
Park Street. 

The 14,000 sq ft gym will 
open at 5pm above the 
Poundland store. 

It is the latest branch 
from the budget chain, 
which opened gyms in West 
Bromwich and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton in May. 

The no-frills chain raised 
£15m to open 14 new gym, 
adding to its 22 existing 
sites. 

The new Walsall gym 
occupies the top floor of 
what used to be Woolworths 
and, after that, TJ Hughes. 


Ex-Saddlers player jailed after attack

Jailed - Troy Deeney 


FORMER Walsall FC star Troy 
Deeney has been jailed for 10 
months after kicking an injured 
man in the head during a brawl 
outside a nightclub. 

The 23-year-old was among a 
gang of men who attacked up to four 
students near Bliss Nightclub in 
Birmingham in February. 

The striker, who now plays for 
Championship side Watford, was 
captured on CCTV kicking one 
student who was already lying face 
down on the floor and is said to have 
thrown a punch at another. 


Deeney, who left the Saddlers for a 
fee rising up to £500,000 two 
summers ago, admitted a charged of 
affray and was jailed at Birmingham 
Crown Court on Monday. 

During the fracas, which involved 
a number of men still being sought 
by police, one of the victims suffered 
a broken jaw and another had 20 
stitches to a mouth wound. 

The court was told Deeney, of 
Keeper’s Gate, Chelmsely Wood, 
was out celebrating a friend’s birth¬ 
day when they became involved in 
the savage attack at around 2.20am. 


His three co-accused, including 
younger brother Ellis, also pleaded 
guilty to affray. 

Control 

Mr Mark Haslam, defending, said 
Troy Deeney had not instigated the 
attack and only became involved 
when he spotted his brother in the 
crowd. He told the court: “The red 
mist has come down and from that 
moment onwards has lost control.” 

Of the others charged in connec¬ 
tion with assault, Oliver Brennan, 
aged 20, of Hazel Croft, Chelmsley 


Wood, was sentenced to eight 
months youth custody. 

Marc Williams, 26, of Stonebridge 
Crescent, Kingshurst, was handed 
an eight-month suspended sen- 

Ellis Deeney, 21, of Poplar 
Avenue, Chelmsely Wood, was also 
given an eight-month prison term 
suspended by 18 months. 

Judge David Tomlinson said none 
of the injuries could be attributed to 
any particular defendant but said 
Troy Deeney and Brennan played 
the more serious role in the disorder.

No to plan 
for nursery 
in a former 
care home 

PLANS for an infants’ 
nursery catering for 
more than 50 children in 
an upmarket area of 
Walsall have been turned 
down by planners due to 
concerns over noise, 
parking and location. 

The nursery was ear¬ 
marked for Chester Road in 
Streetly. It would have 
created up to a dozen full 
and part-time jobs. 

The plan was to convert a 
former five-bedroom resi¬ 
dential care home but it was 
turned down by officers at 
Walsall Council under dele¬ 
gated powers. 

Restricted 

Streetly councillor Gary 
Clarke said the decision 
would be welcomed by resi¬ 
dents, who had concerns. 

“I agree with the council 
on turning that plan down 
due to the traffic problems 
and parking situation, along 
with the noise for resi¬ 
dents,” he said. 

The plans submitted by 
applicant Fiona Jackson 
said the number of children 
allowed outside would be 
restricted to 12 at a time 
between 10am and 2pm.

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Roof goes on as club’s rugby HQ takes shape 


WORK on a new £350,000 clubhouse at an arson- 
hit rugby club in Walsall is taking shape. 

Walls have been erected and the roof is now on 
the new Aldridge Rugby Club. 

The club secured £120,000 funding from two 
sports bodies in order to start the project and the 
facility will have changing rooms, a meeting 
room, dining space, showers, toilets and a bar. 

It will also allow the club to introduce more 
teams. 

It comes after a suspected arson attack 
destroyed the clubhouse at the Bourne Vale site 
in 2009. Work on the new structure is expected to 
be finished in September. 


ChairmanAlex Reed said: “We have some walls 
up and a roof on now. We are thrilled with how it’s 
going. It’s looking really good. It’s going to be a 
very modern sports facility. 

“It will allow us to put on multiple sports for 
mixed genders and abilities. 

“We currently have two senior rugby teams and 
about 60 playing members but we are planning to 
grow this to four teams in the next five years.” 

Union 

Planning permission was granted last year and 
the club has used £70,000 funding from the 
Rugby Football Union and £50,000 in Olympic 


legacy funds from Sport England to get started. 

Since the arson attack the club has been unable 
to use its own ground and relied on the goodwill 
of the nearby Veseyans and also Handsworth 
rugby clubs. 

Bosses at the club always vowed to build a new 
clubhouse after the team’s previous 52-year-old 
changing base and bar were destroyed. 

The blaze also saw the loss of kits and equip¬ 
ment worth more than £5,000. 

The club was formed in 1998 from an amalga¬ 
mation of two rugby clubs based in Birmingham, 
Witton and Old Centrals, which go back to the 
early 20th century.

FUNDRAISING walks in memory of 
a Walsall schoolgirl who died after 
a battle with cancer are being held 
across the UK. 

The inaugural Emily’s Big Walk will be held 
at 15 locations across England, Wales, Scot¬ 
land and Northern Ireland in memory of 
Emily Bailes, who died in March 2008 aged 
nine. She had been diagnosed at the age of 
five. 

Since her death, her family has been raising 
money for the Children’s Cancer and 
Leukaemia Group (CCLG), and Emily’s Big 


Walk is now set to get under way in late 
August and September, including events in 
her home town of Bloxwich and in Birming¬ 
ham. 

The Olympic-torch style walk will be held 
at 15 locations, with well-known American 
author Bill Bryson among those taking part. 

Emily’s mother Amanda Bailes, aged 44, an 
accountant, said she had wanted to do some¬ 
thing to tie in with the Olympics. 

“Since the launch of Emily’s fund in our 
local area in 2008,1 have always had the ambi¬ 
tion of organising an event which brings 
together people in other areas of the country 


experiencing the trauma of childhood 
cancer,” she said. “However big or small the 
event in each region, I hope the walks can 
bring people together to raise awareness of 
childhood cancer and also raise much-needed 
funds for both CCLG and the local centre 
organising the walk. 

Excited 

“Emily raised lots of funds for charity 
during her short life and I know she would 
have been very excited about all the walks and 
would have insisted on taking part in all of 
them.” 


Walks will be held in Birmingham and 
London, and also in Aberdeen, Edinburgh, 
Newcastle, Belfast, Leeds, Liverpool, 
Sheffield, Oxford, Southampton, , Glasgow, 
Leicester, Nottingham, Cambridge and 
Cardiff. A local leg is planned in Bloxwich 
with more details to be announced. 

The Emily Bailes Fund was set up on July 4 
2008 - on what would have been Emily’s 10th 
birthday - and has so far raised more than 
£100,000 for CCLG. Professor Sue Ablett, 
CCLG executive director, said: “Emily repre¬ 
sents all children with cancer, both those who 
have survived and those who have not.”

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Transport boss backs rail upgrade call 


MUCH-NEEDED improvements to a 
popular rail line between Rugeley and 
Walsall would create new jobs and bring 
prosperity to the region, says Stafford¬ 
shire’s transport boss. 

Staffordshire Country Council cabinet 
member Councillor Mike Maryon said the 
£30m electrification of the line was essential 
to the local economy. 

The Government is currently deciding 
which transport schemes it will back and 
fund between 2014 and 2019. The issue was 


raised by Midland MPs in the House of 
Commons last week with a view to upgrad¬ 
ing the line. 

Councillor Maryon said: “The electrifica¬ 
tion of the Rugeley to Walsall line would 
bring better connectivity and more opportu¬ 
nities. 

Slow 

“At the moment, this is a slow line. 
Improving it would see faster services and 
an expanded timetable. 


“Good transport links play an integral 
part of Staffordshire’s continued economic 
growth, helping to attract investment and 
jobs.” 

The Moorlands representative continued: 
“We do have great road and rail links, bring¬ 
ing us within easy reach of the rest of the 
country. However improved local services 
are also vital. 

“Government funding for this scheme 
would be a real boost and follow London 
Midland’s announcement that it is increas¬ 


ing capacity on services through Tamworth, 
Lichfield, Rugeley, Stafford, Stone and 
Penkridge as early as next year.” 

Last week Cannock Chase MP Aidan

Free rent and rate relief

FREE rent and business rate relief for up to a year will be offered to 
firms setting up in Walsall town centre under a £100,000 scheme to 
tackle empty buildings. 

The number of shops and businesses standing empty has fallen from 94 to 88 in the last 
six months. It is hoped the scheme will see the number continue to fall. 

Funding awarded to Walsall Council from the Government’s £10 million High Street 
innovation fund has been earmarked for the plans. Start-up firms and small businesses 

looking to move to the centre could 
also be offered other benefits, such 
as free printing costs for advertising 
materials and guidance from solici¬ 
tors. 

Further plans include the council 
taking over a unit which can be used 
by charities or to give students 
hands-on experience. 

Approval 

The scheme is awaiting final 
approval from the council’s legal 
team and regeneration chief Adrian 
Andrew. 

Walsall Council’s regeneration 
officer Jon Burnett said: “We hope 
this will bring in at least six new 
businesses to the town centre, if not 
more, in the next year. 

“Some money would pay business 
rates for no more than 12 months, 
depending on the size of the unit. 

“We will also negotiate with land¬ 
lords to get businesses six to 12 
months rent free.” 

Landlords with empty units who 
are interested in taking part in the 
scheme are being asked to come 
forward. 

Earlier this year, it emerged that 
more than one in four shops were 
unoccupied in the town centre, 
making it the seventh worst in the 
country.

kickstart Gigaport plan

FUNDING of more than £1 million 
is being sought to clear up a key 
site in Walsall’s multi-million 
pound Gigaport scheme in the 
hope of creating 200 jobs. 

Council chiefs have submitted a bid for 
just over £lm to be spent on remedial work 
at the former Noirit site, in Hatherton 
Street. 

The authority bought the site and sur¬ 
rounding land last year to form a key part of 
the planned £400m hi-tech business and 
office corridor planned for the economic 
regeneration of the town centre. 

Engineering company Noirit moved from 
its home of 100 years at the junction with 
Littleon Street West to nearby Portland 
Street. 

But the former site must be improved 
before new buildings are erected. 

It is hoped it will be used for two office 
blocks of more than 43,000 sq ft, worth 
around £5m and creating total of 200 jobs. 

Walsall Council’s cabinet last week 
backed the bid submission to the Growing 
Places Fund. 

Confident 

A report to council chiefs reveals the site 
must be cleaned up otherwise it would be 
“very unlikely to secure market interest and 
redevelopment”. 

Regeneration chief Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said council chiefs were confident. 

“We always knew this work needed to be 
done,” he said. 

“There is always a possibility the funding 
may not be given but we are very confident 
that we have got a good project and a good 
proposal that will give more impetus to the 
Gigaport scheme. 

“If we didn’t get the funding we would 
have a look at what other funding streams 
are available for us. 

“This would unlock 200 new jobs and 
create two new office blocks.” 

Meanwhile, developers have been granted 
more time for a new retail, office and apart¬ 
ment complex in Walsall. 

A time extension for the scheme to demol¬ 
ish the existing premises in Corporation 
Street has been granted by Walsall Council 
under delegated powers. 

It was initially approved in May 2009 and 
consent has expired but the council has now 
agreed to extend the timescale for it to go- 
ahead.

The nursery employs around 10 
people and has 18 youngsters.

Walsall transport councillor Tom Ansell 
said he was aware of the fare changes at the 
NCP car park and is now planning fresh 
talks with officers over the council’s own 
sites. 

He said they would look to see if they can 
be competitive but any recommendations 
would need to be considered by the council’s 
decision-making cabinet. 

Compete 

They are already due to review the dis¬ 
count four-hour stay fares brought in by the 
council for a trial. 

“We have got to consider everything for 
the good of the town, I will have a look at it 
and discuss it with officers. If we have to 
compete we have to compete. 

“Whatever they are offering we will look 
at,” Councillor Ansell aded. 

NCP said it wanted to support businesses 
and retailers, while providing affordable 
spaces for workers and shoppers. 

Controversial Sunday parking charges 
were introduced at council car parks in 
Walsall almost three years ago. 

Fewer affordable homes 

FEWER affordable homes have been built in 
Walsall. Figures from the Homes and Com¬ 
munities Agency have confirmed there were 
157 affordable housing starts in 2011-12 
compared with 234 the previous year. 

David Winnick, MP for Walsall North, said: 
“There is no doubt that this will mean, for so 
many, having to continue to live with parents 
or in-laws, or in totally unsatisfactory and 
unusually highly-rented accommodation.

A SUPERMARKET in Walsall had an immedi¬ 
ate temporary closure order slapped on it 
after after mouse droppings and gnawed 
packaging was found on the premises. 

It emerged there was a mouse infestation at the Steveco 
Company in Pleck when environmental health inspectors 
visited last week, Walsall Magistrates Court heard. An 
immediate temporary closure notice was issued and mag¬ 
istrates granted a Hygiene Emergency Prohibition Order 
during a court hearing. The premises in Wednesbury Road 
must remain shut until cleaned and free of rodents. 

The supermarket had been due for a food hygiene check 
when inspectors from Walsall Council arrived on Monday 
of last week. Senior environmental health inspector Eliz¬ 
abeth Lee told the court the infestation was throughout 
the premises. She said: “It is a small supermarket. There 
were mouse droppings on the floor and the shelving 
throughout the premises. 

Risk 

“We found evidence of gnawed food packaging. There 
were droppings in the store area. Droppings were found in 
a box of root ginger.” 

She said there was a high risk of food being contami¬ 
nated with E coli and salmonella. Magistrates were told of 
an “imminent risk of injury to health”. 

Mrs Lee added: “I was concerned about food contamina¬ 
tion. We have some physical evidence of contaminated food 
and faecal matter found at the premises.” 

The court heard that health inspectors had spoken to 
business owner Stephen Sarpong when they visited, but 
no one from the company appeared at court. The super¬ 
market will only reopen after a satisfactory inspection.

The move comes after it emerged group 
chief executive Richard Harpin - who com¬ 
mutes to Walsall from his Yorkshire home 
via helicopter - waived his bonus, believed 
to be a six figure sum, for last year. 

The repair and insurance firm based in 
Green Lane has battled is consulting over 
250 redundancies. It has come under fire 
amid complaints over its sales tactics and 
mishandling of complaints. 

HomeServe spokeswoman Emma Harvey 
said: “The bonus structure in future will 
also be based on customer service rather 
than sales.” 

Tactics 

She said that staff had been retrained and 
no-one’s basic pay would be reduced. 

The Financial Services Authority is inves¬ 
tigating HomeServe’s sales tactics. It came 
under fire for making too many “silent” 
calls to customers. The company was fined 
£750,000 for the number of abandoned calls 
made during February and March last year. 

Communications regulator Ofcom found 
14,756 abandoned calls were made to UK 
customers during that period. With bosses 
pledging to pay £10 each to customers who 
received such calls at that time, it faces a 
compensation bill of up to £147,560 on top 
of the fine.

Pip causes concern 
for sight disabled 

EVERYDAY blind and partially sighted people face extra 
costs as a direct result of living with sight loss. Disability 
Living Allowance (DLA) helps cover some of these expenses, 
so I am extremely concerned by the Government’s plans to 
replace it, spending 20 per cent less on a new benefit - Per¬ 
sonal Independence Payment (Pip). 

The proposed test for Pip fails to recognise challenges 
faced by people living with sight loss. This could leave thou¬ 
sands of people without support to do everyday things that 
people with sight take for granted, such as paying for assis¬ 
tance with repairs or cleaning around the home, or labelling 
systems to ensure they don’t eat food which has gone off. 

The Government said that Pip would be fair and support 
disabled people to remain independent, yet many blind and 
partially sighted people will be excluded. 

I have asked my MP to write to the Government raising 
these concerns on my behalf, because the help blind and 
partially sighted people get from DLA is not a luxury, it 
means that they can live independently. If you have con¬ 
cerns about Pip, or would like to find out more, information 
and help to contact your MP is available from RNIB at 
www. rnib. org.uk/pip.

A DRUGS courier from Walsall who 
was stopped by police with more 
than £1 million of cannabis in his van 
has been jailed for two years. 

James Pratt was one of three drug runners 
who worked for Malcolm Masters, said to be at 
the hub of a £4m drugs enterprise centred on a 
Midlands distribution park. 

Pratt, Masters and Keith Langton, described 
as his warehouseman, all pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to supply cannabis. 

Two other men, Arvinder Brar and Brian 
Randall denied the charge. However, they were 
found guilty following a trial at Warwick Crown 
Court. 

Police were keeping surveillance at the Imex 
Business Park in Redditch in April last year 
when they saw an articulated lorry arrive from 
Holland, said prosecutor Mark Heywood. 

Seized 

Later, Masters drove to a car park where he 
met up with Pratt, who waited as Masters drove 
his Fiat Ducato back to the unit, returning with 
390 kilos of cannabis resin. Pratt was then 
stopped as he drove along the A441 towards the 
M42 and officers seized the valuable drugs. 

Randall was arrested when he stopped for a 
break at Warwick services on the M40 with 180k 
of herbal cannabis worth up to £1,285,000, in his 
van. 

Other officers raided the unit while Masters 
loaded Brar’s Toyota people-carrier. In the depot 
they found a further 107k of ‘skunk’ cannabis, 
297k of resin and 69k of compressed seeded 
cannabis with a combined value of £1.8m. 

In total, the police seized just over one metric 
ton of various types of cannabis with a street 
value of just more than £4.1m. 

Pratt, aged 26 of Wolverson Road, Walsall, had 
no convictions since 2006, with only minor 
matters before then. He was jailed for two years. 

Langton, aged 29, of Goodrich Close, Redditch, 
was sentenced to four years while Brar, 38, from 
Hayes, Middlesex, and Randall, 60, from Ben- 
fleet, Essex, both got three years. 

Sentencing on Masters, aged 52, of Banners 
Lane, Redditch, was adjourned.

Day when a local hero 
brahe two world records 


THE Olympic Games are 
almost upon us, and the 
hottest ticket is that for the 
men’s 100m final to see World 
Record Holder, Usain Bolt. 

But 50 years ago huge crowds flocked 
to Aldersley Stadium, to watch a local 
Olympic sprinter break world records in 
Wolverhampton - Peter Radford. 

He was born in Walsall on September 
20, 1939, and went to school at Tetten- 
hall College. As a child he was confined 
to a wheelchair for a time, with a serious 
kidney disease but when he was 12 
years old he took up running and joined 
Birchfield Harriers. 

His talent as a sprinter was soon 
recognised and in 1955 he won the 
English Schools Intermediate 100 yards 
title. By 1958 he was in the senior Great 
Britain team and won a bronze medal at 
the 1958 European Championships,

and a silver in the 4 x 100 metre relay. 

He won gold at the 1958 Common¬ 
wealth Games in the 4x110 yards relay. 
He set a European record for the 200m 
of 20.8 seconds, running in Paris. 

Progress 

On May 28, 1960, competing in the 
Staffordshire Championships at Alder¬ 
sley Stadium he set a world record for 
220 yards of 20.5 seconds, and this time 
was recognised as the record for the 
200m as well. He had broken two world 
records in one race. 

He went to the 1960 Rome Olympics 
as clear favourite for the 200m. He took 
a bronze medal in the 100m, but did not 


progress beyond the semi-final in the 
longer distance. In the days before 
sprinters were seeded, all three of his 
main rivals were drawn in the same 
semi-final as Radford. He ran a poor 
race by his standards and only came 
fourth, being eliminated. There was 
some compensation when he one 
another bronze in the 4 x 100 m relay. 

Radford’s career faltered after that. 
He won another gold in the 1962 Com¬ 
monwealth Games relay, but he was 
only a quarter finalist in both the 100m 
and the 200m at the Tokyo Olympics in 
1964. 

Though he wore the Great Britain 
international vest 24 times, his great 
days were behind him. From 1965 on he 
retired from athletics due to injury, and 
lived and worked in Canada and the 
United States for 12 years. He became 
Professor of Sport at both Glasgow and 
Brunei Universities, and also became 
chairman of UK athletics in the 90s.

Koreans hit the mark with 
second generation Cee'd 


THE man who has made 
modern Kias look so smart 
had almost nothing to do 
with the car that made 
everyone sit up and take 
notice of the company 
back in 2007. 

The original Kia cee’d arrived about the 
same time as Bavarian Peter Schreyer took 
charge of the look of future models. 

Didn't stop the original selling like fer¬ 
mented Korean vegetables in Seoul, 
though, with 450,000 sold in Europe - 
55,000 of them in the UK. 

A big part of the car's success came from 
being designed and built in Europe and 
sold only on this continent. Earlier cars 
from the Far East had suffered from 
looking and feeling wrong when down¬ 


loaded to a road in, say, deepest Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

If that first Slovakian-built cee'd didn't 
look especially standout it at least looked a 
lot like other European competitors in a 
restrained, modern sort of way. 

The new cee'd you see here takes the 
game on, with Schreyer's distinctive 
slashes and swoops lending the car the air 
of something designed with the help of a 
high-wielded sword. 

It looks dramatic and utterly up to date 
and stands comparison to any of its com¬ 
petitors, from Focus to Astra (which comes 
closest to the cee'd's looks). 

Move inside the body, made a little 
longer, lower and narrower this time, and 
you're faced with a dashboard that's a bit 
unrelentingly black, but saved by a mix of 


textures and an obvious attention to fit and 
finish. The bits you don't see are uprated 
usefully, so there's a bit more power and 
economy nudges up a tad across the range, 
which includes 1.4 and 1.6 litre petrol and 
diesel engines and, for the first time, the 
option of a bang up to date double clutch 
automatic gearbox. 

Prices range from £14,395 for a cee'd 
with 1.4 litre petrol engine in T trim to a 
heady £23,795 for a 1.6 diesel with auto¬ 
matic gears and in top spec '4 Tech' trim 
that includes sat nav and the ability to par¬ 
allel-park itself without the driver touch¬ 
ing the steering wheel. 

Kia thinks the most popular new cee'd 
will be the model you see here, with 126bhp 
diesel power and in '2' trim, which adds 
goodies like alloy wheels, cruise control, 
reversing sensors, electrically folding and 
heated door mirrors to a base car spec that 
comes with air con, remote central locking, 
front electric windows and i-Pod compati-
